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RESPONSE TO REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 



In the Notice of Allowance mailed December 14, 2005 (hereinafter "NOA") an 
Examiner's amendment adds the word "environmental" to claim 6. The Examiner 
subsequently states that this amendment was made to define over the applied prior art. 
The Applicant's traverse this statement. 

As stated in the NOA, none of the prior art of record teach or suggest that the 
"changing of said first reference values to said second reference values is performed in 
view of other data including one or more of indoor air quality data, outdoor air quality 
data, temperature, humidity, carbon monoxide, carbon dioxide, radon, other gasses and 
compounds, organic and inorganic compounds." The omission of this element from the 
teachings of the prior art may be at least one of the reasons why this claim is allowable 
over the prior art. Therefore, it is not necessary to provide additional elements, e.g., 
"environmental," to define claim 6 over the applied prior art. Hence, the "environmental" 



amendment was not done for reasons related to patentability, but rather as a simple 
clarification. 
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
